A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4, 12, 13, 15, and 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by the German patent 1 206 241 to Killias. Killias discloses a mixing valve 
having inlets 3, 4 with multi-stage plenum chambers 6 and 7 associated therewith. Each 
chamber has an annular inner chamber separated from an annular outer chamber by 
partition means having an opening therein for the water to flow through the chambers. 
The inner chambers are considered to be axially spaced from the valve porting 9a, 9e, 
11d. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 6, 7, 12, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Killias. Killias discloses the claimed invention except for the shape of 
the openings, and the cross-sectional area of the mixing chamber. The shape of the 
openings is considered to be a matter of obvious design choice to one of ordinary skill in 
the art, because no criticality or unexpected results are seen or have been disclosed for 
the recitation of the series of slots. Also, the size of the cross-sectional area of the 
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mixing chamber is considered to be a matter of obvious choice, because again no 
criticality or unexpected results are seen or have been disclosed for the claimed size of 
the cross-sectional area of the chamber. 

5. Claims 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Killiam in view of Knapp. Killiam discloses the claimed invention except for the valve 
means comprising a shuttle valve. Knapp teaches a mixing valve including a shuttle 
valve 22. It would be obvious to substitute, for the valve means 9a and 1 1d of Killias, a 
shuttle valve of the type taught in Knapp, for the purpose of simplifying the construction 
of the mixing valve. 

6. Claims 5, 9, 1 1 , and 16-19 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
September 14, 2004.
